with  the  third  genei'ation  .'irtcr  John  i\]\d  Klinoi'  Wlhl- 
ney.  For  th(^  eai-liei-  genealogy,  he  is  greatly  iiidebtrei 
fo  Mr.  Henry  Austin  AVhitney,  late  of  IJoston,  whoso 
eontribntions  to  the  New  England  rrntorica!  Gen(^- 
alogical  Kegistei-.  with  sj^ne  alterations  and  additions. 
have  been  (-loscly  followed :  and  many  interesting- 
facts  in  tlie  history  of  the  famil\^  have  been  taken 
from  the  rare  work,  entitled  Whitney  as  a  Siii-name. 
of  which  he  has  made  liberal  use.  This  has  been 
done  by  permission,  of  which  the  compiler  has  freely 
availed  himseli',  as  this  volume  is  foi-  pi-ivate  circula- 
tion, and  not  for  his  pecuniary  i)rofit.  lie  is  further 
indebted  to  Mi-.  D.  AVillianis  Patterson.  Genealogist. 
of  Xewark  Valley,  Xew  York,  who  has  devoted 
many  years  to  the  study  of  the  Whitney  families. 
and  to  Dr.  Bond,  the  historian  and  genealogist  of 
TVatertown. 

The  last  five  genei-ations  of  the  family  hav^e  been  so 
widely  separated,  that  it  has  required  much  corre- 
si)ondence  and  other  labor  to  make  a  work  as  neai-ly 
com|)lete  as  that  hvw  presented.  Some  now  living

WHITNEY. 


The  luime  W/iitney  is  of  Saxon  ori^-iii.  lVit<ni  in 
the  Anglo-Saxon  signiHed  wise  men.  and  its  gonitivts 
witena,  of  the  -svise  niun.  Thns  we  lind  that  the  Hlt- 
ena-gemot^  or,  as  l^lack^^tone  wrote  it,  iviftena- gemote, 
wa.8  the  conncil  or  inet.'tinu;  of  th-o  wise  men,  or  the 
Parliament;  and,  adopting  this  etymology,  Witan- 
hje^  or  Wiffiii-itje.  would  signify  the  island  of  the  wise 
men,  or  of  the  Parliament. 

The  pai'ish  of  AVhitney,  in  Oxfordshire.  England, 
has  been  written  at  ditferent  tinu'S,  AVittney.  Witenie, 
Witeney,  "Witteneye,  Wyteney,  Wyttney,  AVyttency, 
AVytteneye,  Wliiteneye,  \Yhitteneye  and  Whitney. 
The  town  or  parish  of  Whitney,  in  Herefordshire 
has  been  otherwise  written  Witenie,  Whyteneye  :  and 
from  this  the  sui-name  Whitney,  whieh  was  taki-ii 
about  the  time  of  the  Norman  Conquest,  in  10(Jo, 
seems  to  have  been  derived.  It  is  si)elled  Witenie  in 
Domesday  Book. 

The  family  w^as  seated  in  ITerefoixlshire  before  the 
Conquest,  and  soon  afterwards,  Eustaee  (or  Eusta- 
cius,)  who  was  Lord  of  Whitney,  in  eonformity  with 
the  Norman  custom,  took  the  surname  of  Whitney 
from  his  estate,  and  was  the  ancestor  of  a  long  line, 
distinguished  for  four  or  live  centuries,  in  the  field  and 
otherwise.     [See  A})[>endix  A.]

(120  acres)  of  land  in  Pencomb,  tfcc]  Some  of  the 
early  Lords  of  Whitney  were  of  AYelsli  deseent,  ont- 
of  whom,  Sir  Piedge  Exrog,  was  a  Kninht  of  the 
RoiindTable,  and  '-to  Kiny-  Arthyi-'s  time  lie  hved 
att  his  castle  att  (Jardniore  at  ( 'ardin^•anshire.■"^• 

In  the  Church  of  St.  Giles,  Cri[)i)lcg-ate.  London, 
(where  are  the  graves  of  ^Milton  and  J(»hn  Fox)  in  the 
wall,  near  the  clock,  is  the  massive  monument,  to 
Constance  Whitney,  a  grand-daugiiter  of  Sii-  Thomas 
Lucy,  of  Charlecote,  who  prosecuted  Sliakespcare  Cor 
poaching.  It  iV[M'esentr>  a  woman  rising  Irom  hei- cof- 
fin. A  legend  .says:  After  the  y<>uiig  lady  was 
buried,  the  vei-ger  descended  into  her  vault,  o]!ened 
the  cothn,  and  began  to  cut  oif  the  linger  of  tlie  niaid- 
t'U  on  which  a  [»recioiis  ring  had  l)een  left.  On  the 
knife  entering  the  ilesh  she  i-osc,  and  it  was  found  that 
Miss  AVhitnc}'  had  been  intei-red  alivc^,  a  dee|)  trance 
having  been  taken  for  death.  liut  it  was  |)ro])ably 
intended  to  be  emblematic  of  the  Resurrection. 

There  is  no  date  on  the  monument,  l)nt  on  the 
Church  Register,  in  the  columns  of  "Burialls  in  Afav 
1628"  is  "  M'-^^  Cr>nstance  Whitney,  gentlewoman." 
The  title  Mrs.  or  ^Mistress  was  not  then  used,  as  now, 
to  denote  married  women  only.  The  insci-ij)tion  is  us 
follows  :

an  ofi'ensles  ninde^^tie  of  conversation. 

a  singuler  res])ect  and  pietie  to  her  parents. 

but  reli.uious  oven  to  example. 
She  departed  thi^  lit'c  nioi^t  Cliristianly  at  seaventeene. 
dyeing  the  griefe  of  all.  luit  to  her  grandmother  an  tmrecov- 
erable  loss,  .-^ave  in  her  expectation  shee  shall  not  stay 
long  after  lnjr,  and  thr  ciiu:irort  of  knowing  whose  shee  is,

that  year,  where  his  son  Joshua  was  born,  on  the 
loth  July  ibhowing-  —  he  beinu"  the  first  ol"  tliis  line 
born  in  America.  The  death  of  John  Whitney  i> 
registered  in  the  Chnreh  Record  of  Watert«>\vn,  l')73. 
thus:  "John  Whetny,  widdowei',  deceased  iiist  of 
June,  aged  abought  eighty-fonr  years."  His  wile.  Eli- 
nor, mother  of  his  eight  son-,  died  in  Watertown,  11 
May.  1().")9,  agvd  abont  60  years  (tho'  called  5  \).  He 
mai'ried  Judah  (Judith?)  Clement,  '1\)  Se[)temi)er, 
1659. 

He  purchased  a  hom(,'>tall  of  1()  acres  upon  which 
he  contirnied  to  roide.  At  the  same  time  hi'  owned 
eight  other  lots,  amounting  to  'IX"!  acres  to  wliirh  he 
afterwards  made  additiou«^.  Later,  the  honiestail  be- 
came the  property  of  his  son  Joshua,  of  Groton.  who 
sold  it  to  Deacon  Xathan  Fiske,  on  29  Oct.,  1697. 
He  was  adnntted  freeinau  liixl.  Marcli,,  I6o,")-IJ().  ap- 
pointed constable  of  AVati'i'town,  by  the  General  (Jourt 
in  1641.  Beside  the  ordinary  duties  of  that  olhce, 
the  constable  then  was  the  collector  of  the  taxes  of 
the  town  ;  he  })aid  the  debts  of  the  colony  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  town,  supj^lied  its  weights  and  measures. 
set  in  order  the  watchmen,  and  inllicted  the  punish- 
ments ordered  by  the  Court,  "  unless  he  could  get  an- 
other to  do  it."  He  was  selectman,  IboS-KJ-^.")  and 
town  clerk,  1655.  His  early  admission  as  a  freeman, 
and  his  election  as  a  selectman  show  that  he  held  a 
respectful  position.  His  will, dated  3  Apiil,  1673,  dis- 
posed of  real  and  personal  estate.  Odd  bequests  were 
an  "  iron  kitle  and  a  great  brass  skilet  "  to  his  son  Jon- 
athan ;  and  to  l?enjamin,  "the  old  mare,  if  she  live." 

and  it  is  probable  tliat  tier  liusliiuid  catne  witli  tliem  In  ItUO.  she  was 
described  as  our  sister  Katon  of  ye  Xh.  at  VVatertowne.

ITT'.),  and  shared  in  the 
severest  struggle,  to  the  honor  and  renown  of  his  country's 
effort  for  Liberty." 

It  bears  also  the  emblem  of  the  square  and  eom- 
pa*sses,  which  indicates  that  he  was  a  Freemason. 
The  story  of  his  services  as  he  related  them  to  his 
son  John,  is,  in  short,  as  follows  :  He  was  first  in 
the  land  service,  in  Captain  Lowrey's  company  of 
New  York  Militia.  Afterward,  he  went  to  Bos- 
ton, and  entered  the  Navy.  \Vent  to  sea  on  a  cut- 
ter, and  was  captured  by  two  British  vessels.  Paul 
Jones  sighted  these  vessels,  pursued  them,  made 
fight  and  cai)turcd  them,  together  with  the  cutter 
and  her  crew.  Thereupon,  he  joined  Paul  Jcnes* 
squadron,  and  was  with  him  when  belauded  upon 
the  estate  of  Lord  Selkirk,  on  the  coast  of  Scotlaml.

The  family  of  Whitney  i<  of  Saxon  oriein,  and  was  =eated 
in  Plerefordsliire,  Kngland,  IxMore  the  Norman  con<juest. 

In  the  year  losii,  Eustace,  who  was  T.ord  of  Whitney,  in  tlie 
County  of  Hereford,  in  conformity  with  the  Norman  custom, 
took  the  surname  of  AV  hitney,  and  was  the  ancestor  of  a  long 
line  of  knights  and  gentlemen,  who  distinguished  then}selves 
in  the  field,  &c.,  for  four  or  five  centuries. 

Sir  Randolph  de  Whitney,  the  grandson  of  Eustace,  accom- 
panied Richard  Cceur  de  Leon  to  the  crusades,  and  distin- 
guished himself  greatly  by  his  personal  strength  and  great 
courage.  <Jn  one  occasion  he  was  sent  by  Richard  on  a  mis- 
sion  to  the  French  commander,  and,  as  he  was  leaving  the  Brit- 
ish camp,  the  brother  of  Saladin  ( whom  he  had  twice  before 
defeated),  followed  him  with  two  Saracens  in  his  company,  and. 
riding  round  a  small  hill,  made  a  furious  att;ick  upon  de  Whit- 
ney, who  defended  himself  with  the  greatest  vigor;  but  his  as- 
sailants were  gaining  upon  him.  when  a  furious  .S})anish  bull. 
which  was  feeding  near  the  field  of  confiict,  was  attracted  In- 
the  red  dresses  of  the  Saracens,  and  becoming  angry  at  the 
color  flitting  before  him,  made  so  vigorous  an  attack  upon  them 
that  they  were  diverted  from  their  intended  prey,  and  sought 
safety  in  flight. 

Sir  Randolph  soon  succeeded  in  wounding  his  single  assail- 
ant, whom  he  left  for  dead,  and  then,  overtaking  the  two  Sara- 
cens, dispatched  them,  and  proceeded  upon  his  mission  from 
the  King. 

According  to  the  superstition  of  that  time,  Sir  Randolph  at- 
tributed the  event  to  the  es})ecial  interposition  of  the  Virgin,  a 
medal  of  whom,  consecrated  by  .the  Pope,  he  had  continually 
worn  upon  his  breast. 
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Oil  his  return  to  Enuland,  de  Wliitney  erected  a  chapel  to 
the  Virgin,  at  Wliitney.  which  \v:is  called  Our  Lady  of  Pales- 
tine's Oratory,  the  walls  of  which  remain,  adjoining  the  grounds 
of  the  original  family  mansion.  —  Soble.ii  llrhUli  Finnily  Antiqui- 
ties, as  quoted  hy  Sir  John  Yonge,  Oarter  King  at  Arms  at  Lon- 
don.

The  authenticity  of  this  legend  has  been  questioned  by  ^Mr. 
Henry  A.  Whitney,  hite  of  Boston.  The  hvst  desciaidant  of 
John  and  Elinor  Whitney  wlio  was  known  to  have  borne  arms, 
was  Revd.  Aaron  Whitney,  who  graduated  at  Harvard  Coll., 
1737;  d.  1779.  His  arms  were  a  paly  of  six  or  and  gules,  chief 
vert.  Crest,  bull's  head  couped  sable,  horns  argent,  tipped 
gules. 

It  is  noticeable  that  in  the  coats  of  arms  clainipd  or  used  ))y 
the  different  generations  and  branches  of  the  Whitney  family, 
there  is  a  similarity  in  composition  and  meaning.  The  bull's 
head  furnishes  the  crest,  in  all  eases  known  to  the  compiler. 
It  would  seem,  however,  from  a  comparison  of  them,  that  they 
had  a  common  origin  and  history.  And  yet  it  may  be,  that 
some  who  have  adopted  them  have  drawn  liberally  upon  fancy 
and  imagination.  Be  the  truth  as  it  may,  it  is  of  little  conse- 
quence to  the  descendants  of  the  yeomen  who  early  settled  in 
New  England.  Their  pride  should  be  satisfied  with  the  knowl- 
edge that  their  ancestors,  with  others,  gave  to  the  young  Com- 
monwealths their  cliaracter  of  boldness,  faithfulness,  and  love 
of  civil  and  religous  liberty;  and  whilst  it  is  well  to  know  all 
that  is  attainable  of  their  English  fathers,  their  long  line,  their 
chivalry,  arms  and  honors,  it  is  from  the  sturdy  immigrant 
and  his  sons  that  comes  the  title  to  American  citizenship.

Dear  Son: 

I  have  at  length  attempted  to  write  you  again.  I 
wrote 'you  very  lennthy  from  Binghamton  in  the  Stale  of  New 
York  and  also  from  Batavia  morei)articu)ars  than  1  can  at  pres- 
ent recollect.  However,  to  LMve  you  a  small  sketch  of  my  trav- 
els: I  went  on  to  N.  York,  from  there  to  Albany  where  I  found 
vour  uncle  William  and  family  all  well.  I  tarried  there  4 
months.  I  then  went  on  to  BinghanUon:  tarried  there  8  months. 
From  there  I  took  the  stage  with  a  view  to  go  to  Detroit,  where 
your  cousin  Andrew  G.  Whitney  lives,  who  is  practicing  the 
Law  with  a  great  deal  of  success,  but  was  prevented  by  ice  on 
Lake  Erie.     In  the  Sprins:,  Andrew  came  to  Batavia  which  pre-

My  respects 
to  your  wife  and  all  the  family.
